It was the second time that a 
(’rilled Nations force hnd reached 
the M anchurian boundary. 
The feat was first accom plished 
lust month by a regim ent of tile 
ROK’Sixth Division which arrived 
at the Yalu river just above Chouan 
in central North Korea.
